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BROCK LAUNCHES SUMMER ENRICHMENT PROGRAM 
FOR DISADVANTAGED TEENS 


WASHINGTON -- Secretary of Labor William E. Brock has launched a four-week 
summer enrichment program for 40 District of Columbia disadvantaged junior high 
school students. 


In cooperation with the D.C. Public School system, the Department of 
Labor's Employment and Training Administration (ETA) designed the pilot 
program to encourage the students to remain in school through academic 
tutoring, career exploration, cultural enrichment and a mentoring 
experience. 


"These young people deserve the opportunity to hope, to achieve, and to 
succeed," Brock said. "By devoting our time for just a few hours each week, 
we can make a special contribution to that brighter future." 


Called LIFT (Labor Investing in Future Talent), the program is scheduled to 
run through August 28. Seventy Department of Labor employees are serving as 
mentors and tutors to the 12 and 13 year old students in reading and mathematics 
for one hour every Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday. 


Along with tutoring, these Labor Department employees meet with their 
students at the beginning and end of each day to monitor their progress and 
discuss problems. Each Tuesday and Wednesday, 30 minutes is devoted to 
career exploration. Every Thursday, students are taken on an educational 
field trip in the Washington, D.C. area. 
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BLACK WOMAN NOMINATED FOR 
JOB CORPS HALL OF FAME 


NEW YORK -- Bernadette T. Stallings, a high school dropout who completed 
training in radio and television repair in the Job Corps, has been nominated 
for the Job Corps Hall of Fame for 1986. 


In making the announcement, Stanley Belza, regional director of the U.S. 
Labor Department’s Job Corps program in New York, New Jersey, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands, said that the nomination recognizes former Job Corps 
members for their outstanding achievements. The Hall of Fame was established 
in 1975. 


Nominations from around the country are submitted to the Job Corps office 
in Washington, D.C., for consideration as Hall of Fame candidates. The winner 
will be inducted in the Hall of Fame at special ceremonies there. 


Stallings, who was raised in Brooklyn, is working with local community 
based organizations to establish a senior citizen center in Oneonta, N.Y. 


She was enrolled in the Oneonta Job Corps Center where she received 
vocational training in radio and television repair. She obtained her general 
equivalency diploma while attending Job Corps and enrolled in the State 
University of New York at Cortland. 


Stallings also serves as a volunteer with the YMCA day camp in Oneonta. 


The Job Corps program is a residential training program for disadvantaged 
young men and women. It is funded by the U.S. Department of Labor and operated 
by private firms under Labor Department contracts. 


| Belza said that he hopes Stallings will serve as a role model for other 
Job Cotps enrollees because she is a “clear example of what can be achieved 
through the Job Corps program." The accomplishments of Stallings further 
reflect "an outstanding example" of the kind of motivation, encouragement and 
support that Job Corps provides, Belza added.
